DECLINE IN TUBERCU­ 
LOSIS DEATHS SAVES 
27,000 LIVES YEAR 


In the decade from 1901 to 1910, the 
death rate from tuberculosis in the 
United States declined from 196.9 for 
each 100.000 persons living to 160.3, a 
decrease of 18.7 per cent while the 
general 
death 
rate, 
including 
all 
causes of death, declined only one-half 
as fast, or at the rate of 9.7 per cent, 
from 1655.0 to 1495.8. 
These figures were given out in a 
statement issued today by The Na­ 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. They are 
based on data abstracted from the re­ 
ports of the United States Bureau ot 
the Census, and cover the registra­ 
tion area in this country. According 
to the 
statement, 
the 
tuberculosis 
death rate has declined steadily since 
1904, when It was 201.6. On the other 
hand, the general death rate shows 
a fluctuation downward 
in 
general 
trend, but not as steady as the tuber­ 
culosis rate. The decline in the tuber­ 
culosis death rate in the 
last 
ten 
years means a saving of 27,000 lives 
at the present time. 
In certain cities, such as New York, 
Boston, Cleveland and Chicago, and in 
states like Massachusetts, Rhode Isl­ 
and and Connecticut, the decline in 
the tuberculosis death rate is 
much 
more marked than in the country at 


The National Association say* that 
there are many factors working to­ 
gether to cause the decline in the tu­ 
berculosis rate, such factors as the 
change in the character of our urban 
population, increased sanitation, and 
better housing, but probably as intent 
a factor as any has been the nation 
wide anti-tuberculosis campaign. 
“It 
may be foretold 
with 
considerable 
certainty,” the statement 
concludes, 
“that when the effects of the present 
rapidly increasing provision 
for the 
care of tuberculosis 
patients 
shall 
have become evident, the decline in 
the death rate from consumption in 
the coming decade will be even more 
marked than that in the last one.”

Redlands Leads World With 


Orange Shipments of Over 


5200 Carloads in 1912 


REDLANDS, 
July 
16.—Orange 
shipping records are being 
broken 
this year as the Redlands district to­ 
tal for 1912 will show a crop of more 
than 5200 carloads. 
During the last 
three years it has been a dose race 
between Riverside and Redlands for 
the honor of being the greatest or­ 
ange shipping district in the world. 
A slight advantage has favored Red­ 
lands, though Riverside has a larger 
lemon crop and the Riverside total 
for citrus fruits several years exceed­ 
ed the Redlands total. 
This 
year, 
however, Redlands is at the 
fore­ 
front and already 3803 cars 
of o r­ 
anges have been shipped as against 
2500 cars for Riverside. 
Estimates made by packers today 
showed about 400 cars of oranges in 
the Redlands district 
yet to 
ship. 
The large shipments this year are re­ 
markable in view of the damage by 
frost and 
wind 
that 
caused 
the 
throwing out as culls of about 600 
cars from Redlands, the largest per­ 
centage of oranges ever 
discarded. 
Without 
the 
cold 
weather 
there 
would have been a 6000-car crop. 
Heavy orange planting rn Redlands 
during the last seven years has caus­ 
ed Redlands to taka first 
place 
in 
large shipments. 
Almost 1000 acres 
of young groves have Just come into 
general bearing and the crops from 
these groves will 
become 
heavier 
each season, adding, 
of course, to 
the Redlands total. 
A 5200-car crop with 384 boxes to 
the car means that Redlands shipped 
1,986,800 boxes of oranges and with 
the small Bises prevailing this year 
the average was about 172 oranges 
to the box, or more than 300,000,000 
oranges, or about four oranges for 
every 
inhabitant 
of 
the 
United 
States.
